The following is recommended for 


pimples . Take en ounce of barley meal 
(the finer the better), one ounce of pow- 
dered bitter almonds, and a sufficient 
quantity of boner to make them into B 
smooth paste, and apply this frequently. 
You had also better consult a good phy- 
sician as to medicine to clear the blood. 


BEMOVAL OV STAINS AND SPOTS. 


Matter Adhering Mechanically— Beat- 


ing, brushing and currents of water 
either on the upper or under sides. 


Gum, Sngoi, etc.— Simple washing 


with water at a hand heat 


Grease— Wlute goods, wash with soap 


or alkaline lyes. Colored cottons, wash 
with lukewarm soaplyes. Colored wool- 
ens' the same, or ammonia. Silks, ab- 
sorb with French chalk or fuller's earth, 
and dissolve away with benzine or ether. 


Oil Colors, Varnish and Besins — On 


white or colored linens, cottons or 
woolens, use rectified oil of turpentine, 
alcohol, lye and then soap. On silks, 
use benzine, ether and mild soap, very 
cautiously. 


Blood and Albuminoid Matters— Steep- 


ing in lukewarm water. If pepsme, or 
the juice of Carica panaya, can be pro- 
cured, the spots arc first softened with 
lukewai m water, and then either of these 
substances is applied. 


Iron Spots and Black IUK — White 


goods, hot oxalic acid, dilute muriatic 
acid, with little fragments of tin. On 
fast dyed cottons and ^ colons, citric 
acid iscauhously and repeatedly applied. 
Silks, impossible. 


Lime and Alkalies— White goods, 


simple 
washing. 
Colored cottons 


woolens and silks are moistened, an( 
very dilute citric acid is applied with the 
finger end 


Acids, Vinegai, Sour Wme, Must 


Sour Fruits -White goods, simple wash 
mg. followed up by chlorine water, if i

Colored cottons, wooleiH 
and silks, apply dilute olhonne water 
cautiously to the spot, washing it awaj 
and reapplymg it several times. 


Tar. Cart-wheel Giease, Mixtiues of 


Fat, Resin, Caibon, and Acetic Acid— 
On white goods, soap and oil of turpen- 
tine, alternating with streams of water. 
Coloied cottons and woolens, rub in 
with lard, let lie, soap, let Iw again, and 
tieat alternately with oil of turpentine 
and water, bilks the same, more care- 
fully, using benzine instead, of oil of tnr- 
pentine 


Scorching— White goods, rub well 


with linen lags dipped in chlorine water. 
Coloied cottons, rodje if possible, 01 in

Horace Greeley as his best friend; 
and when Greeley was nominated for 
president in 1872 he went over to the 
coalition, and that took him into tho 
Democratic party, in which he sup- 
ported Hancock last year. 
'-You 


have been over to Washington," said 
I to Mr. Andrews: "did yon see the 
president?" 


"Yes, I found him to be the same 


Man he was when we ran things to- 
gether here. I felt a little under the 
influence of his station, but in a fow 
minutes I saw he was unchanged. 
He showed me his new bedroom and 
toilet facilities, which he has recent- 
ly put up in the White House, and I 
suppose it is the finest bedroom in 
the world. I do not believe that any 
Monarch sleeps so well as Arthur. 
He keeps np his old habits to a great 
extent and while I was in Washing- 
ton he started out at three o'clock in 
the morning to take a walk", and made 
Tom Murphy, Clint Wheeler and an- 
other friend go along.

The Whisky Traffic Indicted Last Night

Hon. John B. Finch, of Lincoln, Ne- 


braska, delivered his first argument 
against the whisky traffic at the taber- 
nacle in Decatur last evening, and he was 
greeted by an audience of magnificent 
proportions that accorded him the moat 
respectful attention to the dose. Theex- 
erckea opened with singing "To the 
Work," hy the choir, led by Mr. Bnnn, 
followed by prayer by Dr. Davies, and 
the old song, "Coronation," in which the 
large congregation assisted. 


Mr. Bonn announced that Mr. Finch 


would speak in the tabernacle every even- 
ing this week except Saturday night, and 
that he would speak again ;on Monday 
and Tuesday nights of next week. Mr. 
Bonn also stated that the object of the 
aerial of meetings was to create a healthy 
public sentiment against whisky, that the 
people may know how to vote at the 
coming city election. He was prepared 
to state also that no collections would be 
taken op either in the sndience or at the 
door. 


The speaker of the evening was then 


formally introduced and he was warmly 
received. Mr. Finch is a young man who 
has gained considerable notoriety in the 
west as an earnest advocate of prohibi- 
tion, and the Deeatur friends of the tem- 
perance cause have long hnd a desire to 
hear him. Those present hist night lis- 
tened attentively to Mr. Finch's lawyer- 
like indictment of the whisky traffic, and 
in stating it he showed that he had not 
only given the subject much patient con- 
sideration, but was opposed to whisky 
and its attendant evils on principle, and 
is earnestly in favor of the most stringent 
prohibition laws to banish mm from the 
land. Last night the gentleman simply 
laid the foundation for his arguments 
against whisky which are yet to be pre- 
sented. He appears before our people in 
the role of a lawyer, and after he has fin- 
ished he will let the jury (his audience) 
say whether he is right or wrong iu his 
views. If he is right he desires the peo- 
ple to act as they think when they go to 
the ballot box on election day.
